- THE ART OF ADVERTISING. 


Tho other day I picked up a copy of 
“Vowler's Publicity" which I have amongst 
my other books ia my businoss library. 
In the chapter called * Probable Proverbs,” 
I noticed one paragraph that just at that 
moment appealed very strongly to my 
miud, This is the paragraph; = '‘ Muny a 
nian thinks lie doesn't advertise, and eredits 
Tle fools 
hintself, for half of the sumething else 
which he thinks isn’t advertising may be 
advertising.” nnoke 

T recently had an experience wid rather 
a, large merchant who claimed that he had 
nover advottised in his life and that none 
of the au of his business could be trac. 
ed to advertising, and therefore he did not 
see any reason why,.he should advertise 
now. ‘Thore were two or three things that 
Tnotieed about this man’s business. In 
the first place it could fot Be denied that 
ho had built up a good husivess, and that. 
this business had wade hita fairly wealthy. 
Lboxan to wonder whial was respousible 
for this man’s businesa sneeess, and, after 
considerable locking into it, I found out 
some facts that would have probably sur- 
prised the merchant himself if he had look- 
olat the matter in the samé way that I 
bed. Inthe first place the business waa 
established: forty years ago, and undoubt- 
ly-in-forty-yours it ought to have grown. 
Ty the nd plice I found out that thia 
nuin’s e had always occupied a promi- 
nett position on uw good business street, and 
that lie had always plenty of show winduws 
around b tore, and that he had always 
kept these’ show windows nicely drowsed 
with gouds, and these goods marked with 
attractive prices. ‘Then again T found. out 
that this auan eccupied in his younger lifo 
yuitca prominent position socially. He be- 
longed to every ein and association that 
he could puasibly join, FE then learned 
that he hul paid out cach year from five 
hundred to one thousand dollara in fees to 
various clubs-and lodges. I next-learned 
that this man was known to be very chari- 
table, ‘no church or association over came tu 


hin atore and asked for a donation, lat 


what they got it. 

This merchant had in his employ some 
ten or fifteer cler He required all of 
them te carry in tl ockets a number of 
his business cards: to give them out on all 
ovéasions when they éould possibly do so,

thing cle, was afler all simply advertising 
lt my have beeu poor advertising, it pro- 
hably waa, because the merchant conld 
have secured better results with thy same 

xpenditure and trouble if the advertising 

ad been dircetett in another line. “As my 

investigations continucd, IT faund that the 

merchunt had a competitor, and T began tu 

look into the business of this competitor.

from this comparison we may. dtaw a 
moral, The older merchant had teen ad- 
vertising after a fashion and‘didn't knuw 
it. The new merchgnt had becn advertis- 
ing and did know it, So to sum the whole 
muattor ap, the old merchant had builba 
business in forty years by hard work and 
Syston of advertising which he called by 
another name. ‘Tho now merchant had 
built just as large a. business in four vears, 
and will'in all probability in the next foar 
years bo far in advance and for richer than 
the merchant who is fouling himself.

He was foolish to expect this, because I 
don't Uélieve the first advartisement ever 
PAYS any one to that oxtont ; it is only by 
Continuous advertising that the oost and 
additional profit comes back. 

This merchant also complained that his 
advortising did’ not do him any goud, he- 
cause when tho customers came to tho 
atore, his clerly had to talk to them just as 
hatd and use jhst as much, persuasion to 
sell as if tho advertisement had not been 
in the'paper. . 

Now Ihave always contended, and will 
always contend, that the principal part of 
tho advertising is tho backing up of tho od- 
vortiaing inthe store.” Good stera’ man- 
agement is just as important a_part uf 
auvestisoment as good writing.. The man 
who tella you that he can make your busi- 
ness pay by writing your advertisements 
for you,and letting everythlog. elsa take 
care of iteclf, 1s ducciving both himvelf and 
you. Tho writing and placing of advortise- 
ments is only half of tha work. The mer- 
chant who expects his advertising to do-the 
whole thing without any assistance, or 
backed up by him, will ninoty-nine times 
outof one hundred be tho very merchant 
who is prone to complain that advorilsing
